"A Band You Can Count On" 


If you have ever seen V ictims Will¬ 
ing play you will know exactly what 
they are talking about. After seeing 
them play sfeveral times, hanging 
out with them at shows, and inter¬ 
viewing them for an hour, I finally 
put my finger on them. Victims 
Willing aren't really about anything, 
just five guys playing rock and roll 
— good rock and roll. No trends, no 
gimmicks and no hype, just solid 
music you can count on. 

Victims Willing is one of the long¬ 
est lasting bands in the Underground 
Scene. Only three of the original 
members remain. Brad Barker (vo- 
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cals), Joe Jewks (bass) and Kelly 
Evans (guitar). Two years ago the 
band added Derek Steams (drums) 
and guitarist, Steve Hickock. The 
band feels that adding the two 
members gave new life to the band. 
Since then they have become stronger 
than ever. 

Classifying their sound is really 
quitesimple: punk/metal. If you put 
a screeching metal-God vocalist in 
place of Brad you would have a pretty 
solid metal band. And if you mud¬ 
died up the guitar sound you would 
have a run-of-the-mill punk band. 
The closest I can come to sound- 


alikes is Black Sabbath with Ozzy 
Osbourne. These guys 
■ tening to both heavy metal 
punk/thrash music, but chose 
sway toward punk rock because 
they liked the scene better. Brad 
says they could never be a 
metal band because they 
don't have the egos for all 
the glam needed to pull 
it off. If you didn't 
see them play you 
would never 
know they are in 
the band, they 
act more like 
fans or road¬ 
ies. They 
don't tow 
around the usual ego 
aura most musicians do, 
but it sure doesn't show 
in their playing. 

Victims Willing play 
a lot of shows and it is 
easy to see why: 1. They 
don't bitch and moan 
about sound, money, 
crowds, or line-up. In fact, 
they really don't complain 
about anything; 2. Their sets 
are tight, organized and pro¬ 
fessional, they don't piss around on 
stage or preach between songs; 3. 
Their music is tight, good, and their 
cross-over sound can blend with all 
types of bands. They have played 
with several bands, including, 
Danzig and DRI, but they prefer to 
play with smaller bands that they 
can relate to. Some of the best shows 
they have played have been with the 
no-name bands in front Of small 
crowds that appreciated what they 
see. They prefer that over playing 
with the T>ig boys' who could care 
less about a local band or even what 
town they are in. 

Brad says the band isn't really po¬ 


litical because he just doesn't know 
enough about it. Don't get me 
wrong, he has plenty to say, 
but he doesn't rely on poli¬ 
tics for a crutch. Very few 
people are going to^hear 
something and learn 
something they have 
never heard, but 
opinions do matter 
and some things do 
need to be said. 
With a solid 
foundation and 
a lot of origi¬ 
nal music 
under their 
belt, the band 
plans on making 
a name for them¬ 
selves. Hopefully in 
few months 
Records may 
put them out on a five- 
song single.R.U. Ready 
Records (produced by 
Dwayne of Hate x 9) is 
putting together a 
compilation tape fea¬ 
turing two of Victim's 
songs. The band plans 
on several local shows 
in the next while, but has no plans 
for touring until they they have 
material available. 

Victims Willing will be 
around for a lot longer. Don't plan 
on Victims' to follow trends or 
whims. Many Salt Lake musicians 
and bands have taken t trends, but 
not these guys. You can always count 
on these guys' solid crunch sound. 
They won't sell-out to make it big. 
They do what they do, play what 
they play. 

Count on it.

Boxcar Kids 
Leggo My Ego 

I suppose it would be rather stupid to 
deny that the Boxcar Kids are the most popu¬ 
lar local band in Salt Lake. In fact, they are 
almost legends. Imagine that. Salt Lake City 
legends! Jamming at last spring's Mayfest 
(probably the only band to have played twice 
at the same fest), featured at the Salt Lake 
Arts Festival, their picture seen in an actual 
magazine, glossy pages and all. They even 
managed to play at more than two different 
locations in a single month. 

A lot of other bands seem to hate the 
Boxcar Kids, stemming from the fact that 
they are a little bit confidant, and, tragedy of 
tragedies, because they are popular! I have 
been asked to resolve the question most 
plaguing Salt Lake City (sadly enough): Is it 
all hype and a few good connections, or are 
Boxcar Kids really a talented young band? 
While I am in the position of risking loss of 
respect no matter who I answer, I am going to 
opt for the only correct position. The Boxcar 
Kids are undoubtedly a very talented group 
of musicians who are a blessing to the Salt 
Lake music scene. 

Personalities aside, the Boxcar Kids have 
put together an impressive album, ironically 
enough called Leggo My Ego. It's sad that 
such an ugly issue as the title suggests had to 
surface on the album as a slap in the face to 


non-believers, because when you strip it all 
down, it's the music that matters. What we 
have here is a baud that apparently knows 
what it wants, and is doing it rather well. 
They are not the most unique band around, 
having many influences from fusion jazz to 
country and Red Hot Chili Peppers to Fire¬ 
hose. Fortunately, they combine it all into a 
sound that is their own, but never get stuck 
into the same groove. The tape make it ap¬ 
parent that the band members are all very 
adept musicians. 

Very few local bands have the ability to 
make an impact not only on stage, but on 
tape as well. Things tend to sound different 
depending on how many beers one's had, so 
vinyl is obviously the more challenging 
medium. To this end, the Boxcar Kids have 
really outdone themselves. There was al¬ 
ways the one song in their set that turned me 
on, really packed with emotion. Incredibly 
enough, that song, "Not Waiting," turns up 
on the album and is as infectious as ever! 
Thereare other standouts as well, such as the 
jazz/rap song "What," which breaks into a 
psycho frenzy, and elegantly back again; the 
slower paced "Water Tower" with beautiful 
sax lines that just creep up on you; and then 
back to the jam with "Zoo." The album 
achieves a cohesiveness unknown to most 
bands, brought about mostly by the vocals of 
Jon Schuman, who sings almost like a som¬ 
ber Tom Petty, with inflections that just melt 
together. 

The biggest problem with the Boxcar Kds 
is that they sound almost 'bar oriented.' (If 
that makes any sense). I think that this is the 
reason why they are put down by other 
musicians. Theirs is not really an under¬ 
ground sound, so-many people deny the fact 
that they are good. Those with broader 
musical tastes can see that the Boxcar Kids 
are playing music that is fun, yet serous, and 
doing it with unmatched ability. Their con¬ 
tribution to the local music scene would serve 
as incentive to those bands who "dare to be 
different."
